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ABOUT  PUBLIC  AFFAIRS 

Nancy  Reeves,  a  member  of  both  the  New  York  Bar  and  of 
California  Bar,  holds  degrees  in  science  and  in  law. 

Her  experience  in  legal  practice  developed  into  a  special  in- 
terest in  domestic  relations,  and  more  particularly,  in  the  status 
of  women.  She  began  her  writings  on  the  subject  of  the  woman's 
role  in  society  in  Sweden  where  she  lived  for  two  years.  She 
appeared  in  all  of  Sweden's  popular  magazines  and  had  a 
column  in  one  of  the  major  daily  papers  there.  She  visited  the 
Soviet  Union  twice,  lectured  on  Polish  Radio,  spent  a  month 
in  Cuba  after  the  Castro  revolution,  lived  on  a  kibbutz  in  Israel, 
and  has  made  three  trips  to  western  Europe.  As  of  this  writing, 
she  leaves  for  England  at  the  end  of  October  for  further  work 
in  the  field. 

In  1964,  she  was  chosen  to  be  one  of  ten  American  women 
to  meet  in  Moscow  with  ten  Soviet  women  for  an  off-the-record 
international  conference.  She  is  a  member  of  the  International 
Federation  of  Women  Lawyers  and  the  Federation  Interna- 
tionale des  Femmes  des  Carrieres  Juridiques,  and  is  listed  in 
Who's  Who  of  American  Women  and  the  Dictionary  of  Inter- 
national Biography.
